LONDON, May 30—French positions 
on a front of approximately two miles, 
extending from the southern ridge of 
Le Mort Homme to the Cumieres Vil- 
luge, northwest of Verdun, have been 
captured by the Germans, according 
to the latset official communication 
from Berlin, In addition, the Teutons 
tugain have pressed forward in the 
Thiaumont Wood, northeast of Ver- 
dun, and added to their line in the 
eastern part of it 

These gains, made during the vari- 
ous fighting of Monday, have been in 
part admitted by Paris. 

Around Le Mort Homme and Cumi- 
cres, a violent bombardment is still in 
progress, but there has been a diminu- 
tion in the intensity of the fire of the 
big guns northeast of Verdun. Since 
the fighting of Monday there appar- 
ently have been no infantry attacks 
anywhere on either side of the 
Meuse. 

Austrians Begin New Attack. 

The Austrians ‘have begun another 
attack* against the Italians in the 
Posina region of Italy, southwest of 
Posina, and farther north along the 
upper reaches of the Astico River, on 
the Austro-Italian border, South of 


Posina the Austrians prepared for 
their offensive with a bombardment, 
but, according to Rome, the Italians, 
after a desperate siruggle against the 
Austrian infantry, retained their posi- 
tions. In the Lagarina Valley, on the 
Pasubio sector, and in the Sugana 
Valley, at Ospedaletta, the Austrians 
are heavily bombarding the Italian 
positions, 
Germans Driven Back, 

On the Russian front the Germans 
essayed an offensive northeast of 
Augustenhoff, but were driven back to 
their trenches by the Russians. The 
Austrians in Galicia met with a mo- 
mentary success near Gliadki, driving 
the Russians from a position and cap- 
turing it. The Russians, however, in 
a counter attack recaptured the post. 
Near Boutchache the Austrians at- 
tempted an offensive, but it was put 
down by the Russians’ fire. 

On their front in Asiatic Turkey, 
the Russians represent the situation 
unchanged, 

The Germans are with the Bulgar- 
jans in the advance into Greek Mace- 
donia. The invasion, according to 
Herlin, was made as a_ protection 
against a surprise attack which the 
entente allies were planning.

Conspicuous Gallantry on the 
Field of Battle Is 
Rewarded

LONDON, May  $0.--(C, A. P.)-- 
The military cross has been awarded 
Lieut. Frederick Hinchin, Princess 
Patricias Canadian Light Infantry, al- 
tached to the Royal Flying Corps, and 
Lieut. George Willis, Canadian infan- 
try, and the distitiguished conduct me- 
cal to Corp. (601281) Johnston, of the 
Canadian Engineers, the official gaz- 
otte unnounces tonight 

The cross was awarded Licut, Hin- 
chin “for eonspleuous gallantry and 
skill! on muny occasions, particularly 
when leading a successful bomb and 
machine gun raid in the early morn: 
ing on a force of the enemy, which he 
had located during the night. Next 
day he took part in two other raids, 
During these operations he flew for 
thirteen hours oyer the enemy's coun- 
try.” 

‘Lieut. Willis won the cross through 
“conspicuous gallantry, when, with a 
private, he went out to search for 
wounded in front of his trenches white 
under a heavy machine gun and rifle 
fire. A wounded man was found and 
brought in.” 

The D.C.M. wast awarded Corp. 
Corp. Johnston, of the Engineers, the 
gazette announces, “for conspicuous 
gallantry.” 

The notice of award reads: “Corp. 
Johnston was entombed, with a num- 
ber of others, in a sap, as a resull of 
the enemy's heavy bombardment. The 
whole party was in imminent danger 
of drowning, owing to the rising wa- 
ters. Corp, Johnston dived through 
$0 feet of water to another sap, 
reached a pump and by pumping out 
the water saved the whole party after 
they had beon for 18 hours entombed,”

IS TALKED OF 


Present Legislature Will Expire 
on Wednesday—Bowser To 
Tour Province 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

VICTORIA, May 30—With the pre- 
sent parllament dying a natural death 
at midnight tomorrow, speculation is 
growing as to when the general elec- 
tion will be held. The prevailing 
rumor is that the government intends 
to take the people's verdict at about 
the first week in August. Nomina- 
tion under the new legislation passed 
this session would have to be held 
within three weeks in order to make 
this possible. In order to take the 
soldiers’ vote it was decided to hold 
Domination six weeks before election 
day, 

The government is believed to favor 
an early apeal to the electorate on ac- ! 
count of the mass of popular legisla- | 
tion passed this session, and in order 
to follow up closely the revelations of 
election frauds alleged to be in behalf 
of the Liberals, Premier Bowser in-

Edmonton Man Mixed up in Al-

VANCOUVER, May 30.—The dis- 
ciosures in the byelection plugging 
inquiry reached such a_ sensational 
point today that there is talk this 
evening of extending the life of the 
legislature for a week to allow time 
to properly complete the inquiry. On 
Wednesday at midnight the present 
session of parliament will automatic. 
ally lapse unless unanimous iegisla- 
tion is passed tomorrow to provide 
an extension. All the business of the 
session has been completed—the only 
object now is to keep the committee 
alive to finish the inquiry into the 
alleged frauds of the byelection in 
which .on (February 26, M. A. Mac- 
Donald defeated Hon. C. BH, Tisdall, 
minister of public works, in the Bow- 
ser government. 

The previous evidence was that 
Plugging was dirccted by. J. I, Scott, 
who came from Alberta and has since 
gone to Seattle. Today Scott's assist- 
ant, H, H. Pearce, swore that Mac- 
Donald with Scott and a Thiel agency 
detective had sent him to Seattle; 
that MacDonald had furnished the 
money for the payment of rent for 
rooms in which Seattle pluggers were 
kept here on election day and that 
arrangements had been made by 
printing of cards and in other ways 
for the polling of pluggers. 

Mr. MacDonald went on the wit- 
ness stand thig afternoon and denied 
the story told by Pearce that he had 
paid the rent for the ‘pluggers'’ rooms. 
He said that Pearce had come to his 
residence and hud tried to collect 
money. owing to Pearce from the 
Liberals, but he denied that he had 
advised ‘Pearce to get out of town, 

Pearce told the committee today 
that a Liberal worker named Lawlor, 
whose christian, name he did not 
know, came from Edmonton and was 
in touch with Scott. Lawlor, how- 
ever, was said to have got cold feet.

BRITISH FORCE 
MAKES PROGRESS 


Penetrates Further Into German 
Territory Between Lakes Tang- 
anyika and Nyassa

LONDON, May 30.—The_ British 
force which is invading German East 
Africa from the southwest and which 
yesterday was reported to have pene- 
trated 28 miles into German territory 
on the front between (Lakes Tangan- 
yika and Nyassa, has; made still fur- 
ther progress, according to an offi- 
clal statement issued tonight. The 
statement says: 

“In continuing the report of his 
operations sent on ‘May 26, Brigadier 
General Northey telegraphs that hia 
operations against Neu Langenberg 
(north of Lake Nyassa) were success- 
ful. The enemy was compelled to 
evacuate the town. We occupied it 
today, capturing large quantities of 
ammunition, food and stores of all 
kinds, An enemy garrison which is 
holding Marema, 23 miles east north. 
east of Abercorn (on the (Rhodesian 
border) has been invested.”

General Charles \Vi Towhshend, who 
surrendered at ‘Kut El Amara after 
being besleged by ‘the Turks for 148 
| days, protested inst the sending 
of a weak force up the Tigris toward 
Bagdad before the attempt was made, 
was revealed. 

After warning. his superior, Gener- 
al Sir John |Nixon; of his opinion, of 
the grave risk of the endewor, Gen- 
cral ‘Townshends made the attempt, 
approached within a few miles of 
Hagdad, and was then driven back 
down the river by # supertor force 
of Turks as far as\Kut El Amara, 

The white paper:issued shows that 
on Wetober 3 last he expressed the 
opinion that if the occupation of 
Bagdad was desirable two divisions 
(30,000) exclusive of communication 
troops, was necessary. 

On April 7 he wired the vicerpy of 
India as follows: 

‘My opinion is that we are taking 
a grave risk in moving against Bag- 
dad with my weak division, as the 
Turks will undoubtedly send rein- 
forcements to Mesopotamia. Having 
called General Nixon's attention to 
the risk my consctence is clear, and 
I am prepared to carry out my orders. 

“Therefore on October 3, flinding 
that the Turks had rallied at Ctesi- 
phon, [| telegraphed from Azizieh that 
unless great risks should be run it 
was absolutely necessary that the ad- 
vance from Kut El Amara be carried 
out methodically by two divisions, or 
one division supported closely by an- 
other. 

“I told General Nixon that at the 
previous battle at Kut (kl Amara I not 
only hoped to defeat the Turks, but 
also as at (Kurna, to rout them, and 
that if 1 saw @eny #hance as in my 
attempt at the Tvwfould = risk 
pushing on at their heels toward Bag- 
dad, but I halted at Azizeh on finding 
that the Turks had rallied at Ctesi- 
phon in formidable numbers.” 


LLOYD GEORGE IS 
HAVING SUCCESS 


May be Able to Make Preliminary

E. L. Luck Gives Interesti 
to Young People’s Guil 
First Presbyterian 


At the regular meeting of the Young 
Poople’s Guild of First) Presbyterian 
church on Monday evening, Elmer L, 
Luck, of the High School staff, gave a 
very interesting talk on student life in 
German universities, aiming to empha- 
size those features that stood out in 
decided contrast to that of universities 
on the American continent. Mr, Luck 
Was a student in Germany at opening 
of hostilities in i914 and was promtly 
made a prisoner and held as such for 
some months, 

Commencing with the student's en- 
trance into university life Mr. Luck 
found that one from abroad was great- 
ly handicapped through lack of know- 
ledge of German script, a feature of 
the German lauguage much neglected 
in schools and colleges on this aide 
and only recently revived universally 
in Germany. Up to a few years ago the 
Germans were proud of foreign influ- 
ences brought to bear on their lan- 
guuges, etc, More recently they have 
been weeding out these, so that an An- 
glo-Saxon student is not prepared for 
the utlra-German fashions now in 
vogue, On entrance the student goes 
through an extensive ceremony | em- 
bodying in part a serious handshake 
with all dignitaries of the university, 
with bowed head, vowing obedience to 
all rules and regulations obtaining in 
that particular institution, 

Specializing has gone to extremes in 
Germany, illustrated by «# story told 
but not necessarily vouched for by Mr. 
Luck. A workman pounded the nail he 
had instead of the nail he held and 
ran to the nearest doctor, He was told 
that he must go to such a doctor, some 
blocks away, When met with “But 
can't you fix me up?" he replied, “Yes, 
but I make a specialty of the second 
finger of the loft ‘hand and yours hap- 
pens to be the first.” ate 

A certain American student chose 
certain subject for his thesis, Another 
student in another university happen- 
ed to choose the same subject and fin-

ished his thesis first. The first one 
only counted and the American stu: 
dent lost his term's work and had 


either to retrace or quit. He quit.

The German echoo) hours are also very 
different from ours—beginning at 7 
a.m. in summer and 8 in winter and 
until 5 pom. with no whole holiday 
the weck, Wednesday and = Saturday 
afternoons being taken instead. 

A wide range of languages are 
taught embracing oven Japanese, Chi- 
tese and Kaffir. 

“When you consider you have your 
subject up you announce the fact—or 
supposition—to your professor when he 
will arrange a time to examine you. 
You appear at the time in full dress. 
As soon as he discovers you know 
something of the question Cexamina- 
tions are oral) he stops you and comes 
at you from another angle, not wish- 
ing to waste valuable time on what 
you know. Once having failed you may 
try again in six months—to fail again, 
you are barred for all time,” 

The old practice of “disputation” is 
sull followed there as in some United 
States universities, when your thesis 
is handed over to some of your fellow 
students before whom you must de- 
fond every phrase of your ‘chosen sub- 
ject. 

An informal but very marked caste 
is noticed throughout Germany which 
obtains at full strength between pro- 
fessors and = students—upheld with 
some difficulty on the part of the pro- 
fessors for their average saiary is 
about $1,000, very few getting as high 
us $2,000. 

“On going to Germany you muat 
learn very carefully the art of carry- 
ing yourself correctly, particularly in 
the matter of writing. You observe one 
form in writing te your superior, an- 
j other to an equal and still another to 
| your inferior; amt your estimate must 
| be nicely implied as to which class you 
| consider he belongs. In meeting a lady 
jon the street a man must first recog- 
tize her, otherwise she will pass you 
by. On entering a library or other 
room you religiously shake hands with 
all your acquaintances there, the same 
jon leaving, Man raises his hat to fel- 
| low man, quite obsequiously to your su- 
}perior; and shake hands when parting 
| anywhere, 

“Mr. Luck cites an instance of walk- 
ing down a business street with a 
bamber of acquaintances. Desiring to 
make some purchases ina store, he 
raised his hat intending to part with 
them, After remaining within for 
some half hour he was surprised on 
finding them all waiting for him out- 
side, He had not shaken hands with 
them al] round, 

Under the veneer of politeness was 
to be found a general lack of sincerity 
and mgnliness, He found the.German 
tavortte indoor amusement was at the 
dinner table; many. courses of very 
substantial food’ disappearing ut din- 
ner parties, until One was surprised at 
their capiicity, On one oceasion of a 
student affair the lady students all ac- 
cepted cigarettes and one of-the pro- 
fossors went about with a candle aid- 
ing them ‘to light up. Wines of various 
sorts were served and following the 
dinner stronger drinké were available 
in quantity. 

Mr. Luck was struck with the con- 
stunt solemnity amongst the student 
body and elsewhere, Where American 
students would be jolly with each oth- 
er the German was silent, At the sec- 
ond breakfast, which all partook of, 
the students would solemnly walk up 
and down the halls munching their 
tundwich of black bread and butter, 
waiting for the next lecture. For those 
who could afford it there was in the 
basement a cufe-saloon where they 
could get hot or cold lunches, coffee 
und even any kind of strong drinks, 

Leipsic university is 500 yeara old 
Inaugurated before Columbus discov- 
cred America, And some of the rules 
instituted hundreds of years ago still 
are in force. For instance, if a student 
marries he ts expelled, They get 
around the law against admitting a 
married man as a student — by fining 
the culprit, Mr. Luck was fined for 
being married early in his student 
career there. 

Fraternities oxist in full force with 
the fees wo high that only the rich 
can gain admittance and the brilliant- 
ly colored caps——bright yellow perhaps 
for one, bright green or blue for an- 
cther-—can bé scen for blocks away. 

There even exist university prisons,

German armies over-ran_ Bel- 
gium, looted the country and left 
the people to starve. Berlin now 
raises the cry that a naval block- 
ade carried on in keeping with the 
rules of international law and the 
traditions of war ought to be lifted 
in order to relieve the minor in- 
conveniences imposed upon the 
civilian population of Germany. 
Berlin’s idea is that ‘‘the claims 
of humanity’’ are two in number, 
One is that Germany should be 
allowed to carry on war anyway it 
pleases. The other is that its 
enemies should not be allowed to 
carry on war in any way that Ger- 
many does not approve, 

To urge people to use the street 
cars in preference to other means 
of conveyance is not to incite any 
sort of hostility toward the enter- 
prise of those who have put money 
into the jitney business, They are 
engaged in a legitimate enterprise, 
and depend for earnings upon free 
competition. From the ordinary 
business standpoint they are en- 
titled to what they can make, and 
due for no recriminations. And 
it cannot be denied that their en- 
terprise has provided the public 
with more adequate means of get- 
ting about the city than was sup- 
plied by the sort of street railway 


service provided, Had that not 
been so, the jitney never could 
have become formidable enough 


competitor to require attention 
from those who have to make up 
the losses of the street railway. 
But if there is ever a time when 
publie and private interests clash 
it surely is when private interests 
enter into competition with an en- 
terprise created out of public mo- 
ney, When that oecurs, it may be 
fairly claimed that loyalty to the 
public interest requires the indi- 
vidual to patronize the public 
utility.

That the stfeet railway is holding 
its own under trying conditions and 
that no benefit would accrue from 
discontinuing the Sunday service is 


the sum and substance of a report 
furnished to council last night by 
Commisstoner Hatrison. 

his was in answer to the Iin- 
quiries made at last council meeting 
by Alderman Macdonald. In the first 
place. Ald, Macdonald asked whether 
any action had been taken by commis- 
sioners with a view to thé impfove- 
ment of the, financial condition: per- 
taining to the street railway. 

In answer the commissioners state 
that in comparing the first four 
months of 1916 with the first four 
months of 1916, there is shown a con- 
siderable betterment in the condition 
of the street railway.

Wtih regard to ‘the question 
whether it would be a financial benefit 
to discontinue the Sunday service, the

ASSAILANT OF THE 
C.N. CONDUCTOR 
IS BEFORE JUDGE 


Criminal Term Opens With Hear- 
ing of Charge Against Williams 
For Wounding McKenzie 


The criminal term of the supreme 
court was opened yesterday before 
Mr. Justice Simmons with the trial of 


J.C, Williams, who is charged with 
having, on a C.N.R. train, between 
Mannville and Minburn, on April 12, 
with intent to do grievous bodily harm, 
unlawfully wounded Peter D. Mac- 
Kenzie, conductor, with a knife, 

According to the evidence of Mac- 
Kenzie, in examination by E. B. Cogs- 
well, K.C., who prosecuted, the prison- 
er was obnoxious when he boarded the 
train at Minburn, He was_ talking 
loud and was pugilistic, and the con- 
ductor had trouble with him over the 
change after paying for his ticket. 
Subsequently, MacKenzie finding - him 
in the aisle of one of the first-class 
coaches, he pushed him into a_ seat. 
They grappled, and in the struggle 
MacKenzie felt something between his 
ribs, © He cried out “I'm stabbed,” and 
assistance came. He did not see any 
knife in Williams’ hand, but subse- 
quently such a weapon was found in 
the aisle, 

Mr. Cogswell, in addressing the jury, 
had pointed out that one of the wit- 
nesses for the Crown saw the accused 
with a knife and had succeeded in 
knocking it out of his hand, It fell on 
the floor, 

MacKenzie stated that he had _re- 
ceived six cuts on the left side and bled 
freely. He was attended to by Dr. 
Brand at Innisfail and on the train 
reaching Edmonton he was taken to 
the Royal Alexandra Hospital. He was 
there seven weeks under the care of 
Dr.’ Allen and ten weeks off duty. 

In reply to H. H. Robertson, K.C., 
who appeared for the accused, Mac- 
Kenzie said that he had never seen 
Williams until he saw him on the train 
and consequently had never any quar- 
rel with him, 

A pen knife with a sharp pointed 
blade was produced and identified by 
MacKenzie as the weapon with which 
he was stabbed, 

Albert Siler, who joined the train 
at Vermilion, swore that he saw the 
accused, when he was struggling with 
the conductor, with a knife in his right

In rising to” movesthe adoptidn of 
the Report, the President sald: ; 

When we met together a year. ago 
the prospects as I saw thom were 
rather gloomy, and reduced profits for 
the Bank were expected; we had not 
then felt. fully the effects of the 
activity caused. by the demand for 
munitions and war supplies of all 
kinds, nor was it anticipated that we 
would reap the enormous crop. with 
which the country has been blessed. 
The conditions arising from these two 
factors have helped us out; so that 
while our profits are less than last 
year they have been large enough to 
pay the regular dividends, to make 
the usual staff provisions, to contri- 
bute liberally to Patriotic Funds, to 
pay the circulation tax of some $57,- 
000, to pay Auditors’ fees, and carry 
forward a substantial balance. 


IN STRONG POSITION, 


Our Balances Sheet last year showed 
thut we were in an exceptionally 
strong position; we are still in an 
exceptionally strong position and give 
evidence of considerable growth, all 
of which will be explained by the Gen- 
eral Manager in his remarks,

OPTIMISTIC FOR FUTURE. 


I think I have always veen regarded 
as conservative, and careful in) busi- 
neas transactions, and recognize at all 
times. necessity for caution, especially 
during this extraordinary period of 
our history. However, I confess 1 
am rather optimistic as to the future 
of this country, and do not fear any 
sreat calamity either in the near or 
Iistant future. At the end of the 
war I look for rapid and permanent 
development of the immense natural 
resources of Canada. The timber 
And mineral interests in the West are 
already beginning to improve, and as 
soon as water transportation facili- 
ties can be provided on the coast 
these industrics cannot help making 
very substantial progress. While 
the present prospects of the farm- 
ing industry are not as bright as they 
Were a year ago, our farmers were 
never better off than they are at pre- 
sent, and, in my judgment, the oppor- 
tunities and inducements for compet- 
ent farmers to come to this country 


ing in the meeting of the needs of the 
Empire, but also at the same time 
affording the Bank reasonably profit- 
able returns. 

Judging from present indications we 
shall in all probability be called upon 
to assist further in the financing of 
Canada's share of war expenditure, 
and as the demand for loans for or- 
dinary commercial and manufactur- 
ing purposes is somewhat below nor- 
mal, owing to the general contraction 
in established trade, we are better 
able to respond to such calls as they 
come. 

The reduction in our holdings of 
Mominion Notes (Legals) is repre- 
sented by the increased balances with 
Banks in the United Kingdom and 
elsewhere, These balances are readily 
convertible into gold, and are at the 
sume time revenue-producing.

COUNTRY'S LARGE 

I know of no other country having 
so large an acreage of fertile, un- 
broken land, simply waiting the plow 
of the industrious farmer to be con- 
verted into wealth-producing land.

It will be 
gratifying to our patriotic sharehold- 
ers, and I trust they are all patriotic, 
to know that through the Head Office 
and its branches, $9,590,500,00 were 
subscribed to the Dominion War Loan, 
almost ten millions out of the original 
fifty millions offered and afterwards 
inereased to one hundred millions. 

Every organization such = as this 
Bank, is dependent on the loyalty and 
co-operation of its employees, and | 
am glad to say that as far as I know, 
and I think I am fairly well informed, 
The Imperial Bank Officefs and staff 
are not only competent, but take the 
keenest interest in promoting the wel- 
fare of the Bank, and = work indus- 
triously and harmoniously together to 
that end. As I travel from East to 
West I not infrequently hear favorable 
comments from outside sources re- 
garding the Managers of our various 
branches, Only last week I met the

When to these figures loans to Muni- 
cipalities and Call Loans are added, 
the grand total is $43,500,000, as com- 
pared with $36,000,0000 «w year ago, 
equivalent to 65.43 per cent. of liabili- 
ties to the public, as against 69.76 
per cent. in April, 1915.
